CONDITION IN THIS SECTION? 


FACING STARVATION, 
SAYS CITY DAILY 
ARTICLE ON RELIEF 
INCOMPLETE, CLAIM 


JUNIOR WOMAN’S CLUB

condition of w retched destitution, 
has been called to the attention of 
the Social Security Commission in 
a report by V. S. H arshbarger of 
Sikeston, 
District 
Commission 
Supervisor, with the purpose 
of 
securing increased 
relief 
allot­ 
ments. 
The situation has arisen as 
a 
result of a $5,000,000 drop in the 
district’s 1937 cotton crop income 
—as com pared with last y ear’s— 
an inflow of farm workers due to 
the 
increased 
cotton 
acreage 
planted last year, and other fac­ 
tors adversely affecting the m ea­ 
ger norm al earnings of the potton- 
farm population. 
The destitute constitute 9 
per 
cent of the total population of the 
cotton counties. 
This percentage 
is significant. 
In St. Louis, 24,- 
000, or only 3 per cent 
of 
the 
population, are on the direct re­ 
lief rolls, and ru ral 
communities 
generally have few er 
on 
relief 
than cities. 
In the seven 
cotton-producing 
counties, there were 11.587 
indi­ 
viduals on the 
D ecember 
relief 
rolls, as shown by the records of
